TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN INDIANA, 


A Crazy Mother Slays One of Her Children, 
Attempts the Murder of Another, and Ends 
by Hanging Herself. 

Princeton, Ind., July 8.—|Special.J]—A hor- 
rible murder and suicide was committed on a 
farm about five miles northeast of this place 
about 8 o’clock this morning. Asa Turpin, 
with his wife, Theresa Turpin, and four chil- 
dren, two ot them by a former wife, lived in a 
small frame house near what is knowa as Sev- 
ern’s Bridge. Mr. Turpin isa young farmer 


in moderate circumstance, and has always pro- 


vided well for bis family, and to all outward 
appearances the family was a contented 
one. This morning, after the fam- 
fly had eaten ast and Mr. 
Turpin bad gone to his work about a quarter 
of amile away and the oldest stepdaughter 
bad been sent blackberrying, Mrs. Turpin toid 
the youngest stepdaughter to carry some food 
to the bogs. Mrs. Turpin then took a razor 
and almost severed her 7-year-old daughter's 
head from ber body, and placed the body ona 
bed. She then took ber l-year-oid child and 
banged it until she thought it was dead, and 
piaced the body in the bed with the other. 
She then went to the barn and, climbing into 
the hayloft, hanged herself from one 
of the rafters. The little stepdaughter came 
back from her errand, and finding the bodies 
of the children in the bed gave the alarm. The 
youngest child when found yet showed signs 
of lite, and ie still alive. Mrs. Turpin left a 
letter in which she said that no one was to 
blame for the deed but herself; that ber bue- 
band bad always treated her well and provided 
well for the family; that the Devil had been 
after her for two months, and that she was 
unable to get away from bim; that for the last 
two weeks she had been planning the deed,’ and 
bad finally worked berself up to committing it. 
She closed by asking her husband to forgive 
her and place trust in Jesus. Sbe also gave 
directions for the burial of the bodies.

The pending amendment to the bill was to 
reduce the appropriation for the Kentucky 


River from $250,000 to $100,000. The amend- 
ment was lost—yeas 21, uays 26.

FATAL FANCY MARKSMANSHIP. 


How ap Accomplished Young Sportsman Put 
His Companion to Death. 

New York, July 8.—({Special.|—* Guilty of 
mansisugiter in the second degree, with a 
recommendation to the mercy of the court.“ 
was the verdict against Dr. Theus Taylor of 
Merrick, Long Island. in the County Court at 
Long Island City. this afternoon. ** Doo“ Taylor 
is a solid young Southerner of about 26 years.

AMUSING THE CHILDREN. | 


THUS DOES MARK TWAIN KILU TIME 
WHILE IN CHICAGO. 


He Approves of the Upper Mississippi—A 
‘River Without Islands Is as Unattractive 
as a Woman Without Hair—River Steam- 
boating a Recreation Which Is Free from 
Sea Sickness and the Visits of the Tax 
Collector. 


Mark Twain, traveling incog. under the 
name of 8. L. Clemens, one wife, three chil- 
dren, one maid,”’ was at the Richelieu Hotei 
yesterday. He leaned on the stone steps in 
front of the hotel, smoking a putative cigar. 
Mark Twain's literary fame is so great that it 
bas somewhat cast into the shade his abilities 
as a smoker. He smokes like an artist. He 
holds the cigar between his finger and thumb 
and contemplates it in a dreamy fashion. Then 
he raises it slowly to his lips, draws gently, 
and closes his eyes. After a judicious inter- 
val be removes the cigar, and the smoke rolls 
out under his long mustache with all the grace 
of a first dancer drifting on the stage. Then 
he opens his eyes. Mark Twain looks as little 
like himself as it is possible for a man to look. 
He wore a gray suit, a tall white hat, and a 
wide white tie such as New York brokers af 
fect. His long, droopmme mustache, his well- 
curled hair, and somewhat profuse jewelry 
made one tunk of a successful horseman or 
the manager Of a popular burlesque. 

But no one ever uad such a satisfactory 
drawl. It established the fact that he was 
Mark Twain beyond all possibility of quibbiing. 
A woman could “do up” her hair twice while 
he is pronouncing the word Mississippi. He 
lingers over it, plays with it, handles it as a

We 
came from Buffalo to Duluth by a lake steam- 
er and then from St. Paul down the river to 
Keokuk. Neither in this country nor in any 
other have 1 seen such interesting scenery as 
that along the Upper Mississippi. One finds 
all that the Hudson affords—biuffs and wooded 
highlands—and a great deal in addition. Be- 


tween St. Paul and the mouth of the Illinois 


River there are over 400 islands, 
strung out in every possible shape. 
A river without islands is like a woman with- 
out hair. She may be good and pure, but one 
doesn't fail in love with her very often. Did 
you ever fall in love with a baid-neadead woui- 
an? The reporter admitted that he had drawn 
the line there. 

I never did either.“ continued Mr. Ciem- 
ens meditatively, at least I think I never 


did. There is no place for loafing more satis-: 


factory than the pilot- house of a Mississippi 
steamboat. It amuses the children to see 
the pilot monkey with the wheel. Travel 
ing by boat is the best way to travel unless one 
can stay at home. On a lake or river boat one 
is as thoroughly cut off from letters and papers 
and the tax-colliector as though he were amid 
sea. Moreover, one doesn’t have the discom- 
forts of seafaring.

The river below St. Louis bas 
been described time and again, and it is the 
least interesting part. One can sit in the pilot- 
bouse for a few hours and wateh the low 
shores, the ungainly trees, and the democratic 
buzzards, and then one might as well go to 
bed. One bas seen everything there 
is to see. Along the Upper Missis- 
sippi every hour brings something new. 
There are crowds of odd islands, biuffs, prai- 
ries, hills, woods, and villages—everything one 
could desire to amuse the children. Few peo 
ple ever think of going there, bowever. Dick- 
ens, Corbett, Mother Trollope, and the other 
discriminating English people who ‘wrote 
up’ the country before 184 bad hardly an idea 
that suct a stretch of river scenery existed. 
Their successors have followed in their foot- 
steps, and as we form our opinions of our 
country from what other people say of us, of 
course we ignore the finest part of the Missis- 
sippi.”’ 

It might be incidentally remarked that it 
were worth going fifty miles on foot, if one 
couldn't get a pass, to hear Mr. Clemens un-

THE GROSSEST CARELESNESS, 


Sailboats in Constant Danger of Being Run 
Down at Night Because They Do Not Dis- 
play Lights as Required by Law. 

The sinking of the yacht Jofle by collision 
with the Gazelle has taucht the owners of 


small sail craft a lesson they are not likely to 


forget. That is, it bas taught them that they 
must provide their boats with suitable signal 
lights. There are a hundred or more just such 
boats as the Josie constantiy filttmg about 
Chieago and not one in ton makes any 
pretensions to carry the lights required by 
law. Any one who accustomed to sail- 
ing about the outer harbor after dark knows 
that with but few exceptions sailboats display 
no other signal than a small white lantern, 
which is slung to a stay in front of the mast. 
This light signifies nothing except that it is 
attached to an object. It may bea light in a 
rowboat or the signal of a vessel at aushor. 
Vessels approaching it have no means of 
knowing whether the light is stationary or 
moving, or, if moving. in which direction it is 
going. Frequently even this signal is not dis- 
piayed by careless persons. Sailboats are 
rented by the bour to persons who have lit- 
tle or no knowledge of sailing rules. The 
owner may light the lantern when the boat 
starts out, but a puff of wing may ex- 
tinguish it and the persons hiring the 
boat will sail about for hours without 
any signal. This is dangerous, even in small 
harbors where there is no shipping to speak 
of, but in a great harbor like Chicago, where 
more vesseis arrive and depart every day than 
from any port in the United States, it is, to 
say the least, extremely perilous. During the 
summer season hardly a night passes but 
some large steamer or sailing vessel nar- 
rowly escapes running down one of these 
pleasure boats, and tug Captains who are run- 
ning in and out of the barbor at ali hours of 
the day and night say they 
dread of sending one of them to, the bottom 
with all hands. 80 long as Chicago continues 
to be a shippimmg port there will alwhys be 
more or less danger connected with 
pleasure sailing, but the peril will be 
greatiy lessened if small craft are 
compelled to comply with the law in regard to 
lights. Open boats of less than twenty tons 
measurement are not required to carry fixed 
lights, fitted with inboard screens, the same as 
large vessels, but the law compels them to 
have a lantern with red and green slides, 
which can be shown whenever another vessel 
is approaching or there is any danger ofjcollis- 
10n. This regulation ig violated by nearly 
every sailboat belonging to Chicago, although 
several were provided yesterday for the first 
time since they were built. It is manifestly 
the duty of the Government Inspectors to en- 
force the reguiation and fine every boat-owner 
who violates it.

After this trial Baker retired for an hour. 
He rested and was carefully rubbed down. At 
the end of the hour he reappeared, looking 
fresh. When he came on fhe track it was 
noticed that one shoe was slightly torn. Baker 
got a splendid start. He made 220 yards in 
0.28 1-5. “Then the torn shoe began to trouble 
im, and while keeping up his speed he tried 
to kick it oft. For a time be did not succeed 
in doing this, but finally the shoe left his foot, 
and he ran the remainder of the distance 
unimpeded, but with one foot bare. Toward 
the finish the 
Nevertheless, Baker made a magnificent 
spurt and crossed the line at a terrific pace. 
One watch gave the time as 0.47 1-5; the sec- 
ond gave it as 0.47 2-5; another gave the time 
as 0.47%. while Avery's gave it as just a shade 
over 0.47%. This is the time that will stand as 
the worid’s record, both amateur and profes- 
sional, for the event. Myers’ best record for 
this distance is 0.48 3-5; and the world’s pro- 
fessional record, 0.48%. There are, however, 
but few persons who know anything about 
running that will believe it possible for any 
man to run a quarter of a mile, with a torn 
shoe troubling him for a part of the way, and 
‘finally with one foot bare for another part of 
te way, in the time given.

The Australian method of training horses is 
totally different from the American. Beyond 
a few scraping sheds no stabling is allowed on 
the race-course, and all of the horses are kept 
on the outskirts of the city, and are walked 
outin the mornings to the course. A string 
of horses is never seen walking, trotting, or 
cantering together, and, on rare occasions, 
three do a gallop. The horses’ mouths are 
never sponged out: indeed, buckets seem a 
rarity about a stable out there. After a par- 
ticularly severe morning’s work a horse’s 
mouth is sometimes rinsed out with 
water poured from a  soda-water 
bottle but even this u not always 
done. Oortain days of each week 
are working mornings—certain ones days on 
which nothing much is done—and Sundays 
few of the horses are worked at all. Work 
mornings the course is covered with touts 
long before daylight. Owners and trainers 
often try their horses with a friend’s horse, 
known to be good, if they haven't a trial horse 
ot their own. The day’s work on these busy 
occasions is composed of one trial atter an- 
other, generally winding up with whipping 
finishes. There is rarely any trotting, and 
generally little cantering done preparatory to 
a move. As soon as the course is reached he 
is jumped off often to do a fast gallop at once.

Surrender of the Broadway Road. 

The Philadelphia Traction Company syndtl- 
cate bas made what on its face is at least a 
temporary surrender to the authority of the 
courts and of the State of New York in the 
matter of the Broadway Road.

Trial of the New York Boycotters. 


The trial of the seventeen Bohemian doy- 
cotters of Mrs. Landgraft, the baker, was con- 
tinued here today. The court-room was crowd 
ed with 4ympathizers of the prisoners and the 
atmosphere was oppressive. The prisoners 
watched the proceedings intently, although ut- 
terly unable to understand aword that was 
said. The first witnes# was Moritz Nagie, one 
of Mrs. Landgraft’s employés, who identified 
the defendants as the boycotters. He worked 
for Mrs, Landgraft when the eighteen Bo- 
hemians called and demanded that she stop 
work. There were only Germans working in 
the bakery, the Bohemians baving been or 
dered out. 

Other witnesses identified the prisoners as 
the boycotters, detailed the circumstances of 
their visit, and told of their having distributed 
boycotting circulars. The witnesses were not, 
on oross- examination, positive in their identifi- 
cation of some of the boycotters, and on be- 
half of these counsel for the defense moved 
their discharge. Counsel for the prosecution 
said they had proved no overt act against the 
men who had called on Mrs. Landgraft tne first 
time. Judge Barrett concurred with this, say- 
ing the men who cailed the first time had not 
committed any comme, and there were other 
defendants who had not been identified as tak- 
ing part in eitner the first or second call of the 
committee or in distributing circulars. These 
men Judge Barrett said he would disctiarge. 
The men were released, and disappeared out 
of court very quickly.

WIDELY DIFFUSED RAIN FALLS IN 
THE NORTHWEST. 
* 

The Suffering Crops in the Hard-Wheat 
Belt Are Refreshed by a Copious Rain 
Which Fell Last Night—Wheat in the 
Red River Valley Is Saved—The Area 
Benefited Extends from the -Mississippi 
Valley East inte Dakota—Drouth Still

DAMAGE WROUGHT BY FLAMES. | AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


An Ice-House Near Albany, N. X., Destroyed 
at a Loss of $100, A Celluloid Fac- 
Blazes Elsewhere. 

Aupany, N. T., Juiy 8—An ice-house be- 
longing to the Knickerbocker Company of 
New York, located on Jellie’s Island. about 
fous miles below, this city, was burned last 
night.

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., July 8.—This morn- 


ing a fire was discovered in the buildings of 
the Crolithion Manufacturing Company, on 
Bartlett wharf, manufacturers of celluloid. 
The fire spread with great rapidity, and in a 
short time the whole property, consisting of 
two brick one-story buildings, 80 by 100 and 30 
by 130 feet, a brick engine and boiler house, 
and a two-story wooden warehouse, was in 
flames.

Romg, July 8.—Papal Ablegate O’Brien 
sailed from Liverpool today on the steamer 
Poiynesian for Montreal In addidon to the hat 
for Cardinal Taschereau he carries the pallium 
for two Canadian Archbishops. b 
BELLEVILLE, Ont., July 8.—|Special.|—A 
shocking tragedy, the result of a trifling quar- 
rel, occurred bere today. John Pentland, an 
oid pensioner, and William Mack, grocer, occu- 
pied separate apartments in the same build- 
ing. Peutland some time ago claimed a por- 
tion of the garden plat attached to the lot, but 
his claim was denied. In the police court this 
morning Pentland charged Mack With having 
assaulted him, but the charge was dismissed. 
Pentiand, on leaving court, swore he-would 
have vengeance, but no heed was paid to bis 
threats. About 11:30 p. m., as Mr. and Mrs. Mack 
were seated in their shop, Pentland approached, 
and presenting a revolver at Mrs. Mack fired 
at her. She screamed and started to run 
across the road. Pentland pursued her and, 
placing the pistol’s muzzle close to her back, 
fired a second shot at ber as she flea. The ball 
struck her between the shoulder-blades, and 
passing entirely through her body came out at 
the left breast, directly above the heart. The 
assasin then returned to the shop and fired 
three shots at Macs, but without 
effect. In trying to escape Mack 
fell, and Pentland, thinking he had 
completed his work, coolly waiked to his end of 
the house, entered a room, ana locked the 
door. In the meantime the police had been 
summoned, and Mrs. Mack was attended to, 
The 
police called upon Pentland to rrender, but 
be refused, sayimg he would not be taken 
alive. While the officers were consulting as to 
the best method of effecting the capture of the 
murderer a shot was heard in his room. They 
then broke open the door and found bim 
stretched on a bed dying from a wound in bis 
breast. He died in afew minutes without ut- 
tering a word. 


THE FISHERY DISPUTE. 


What the Canadian Commissioner of Cus- 
toms Has to Say Regarding It. 
Orrawa. Ont., July 8.—[Special.|—The Com- 
missioner ot Customs some days ago sent to 
United States Consul-General Phelan at Halifax 
a long letter in reply to a communication sent 
to the Fishery Department asking for certain 
explanations of the recent circular. This 
answer of Oommissioner Johnston denies 
that the circular is a modification of the in- 
structions previously given. It positively 
states that no permission bas been given 
American fishing vesseis to enter Canadian 
waters for any purpose other than the. four 
reasons mentioned in the 1818 treaty, and 
says it is not intended that such vessels 
shall remain in port twenty-four hours 
unmolested, or shall pe permitted to 
do anything not absolutely and unequivocally 
allowed by the treaty, which is to be strictiy 
enforced by the Dominion authorities in 
every legitimate way; and the Customs (Col- 
lectors are especially enjoinea tu arrest 
any American fishing vessel which 
may not only have been found fishing, 
preparing to fish, or have daen 
fishing, but any American vessel coming within 
the three-mile limit and not departing within 
twenty-four hours after receiving Warning is 
to be arrested. The twenty-four hours’ delay 
is- not a privilege extended to Ameri- 
can vesseis, but the limit of time beyond which 
vessels will not be aliowed to remain in 
port. “Notwithstanding, I am in a position to 
state positively,” says the Commissioner, “ that 
the different customs officers and officers of 
cruisers along the maritime province coasts 
have been authorized to make no seizures 
for violation of the fishery clauses of 
the treaty of 1818, but, as every Ameri- 
can vessel 80 encroachmg is also labile 
to seizure on the c of vioiation of cus- 
toms laws, to make arrest on that charge, 
and the department will in such cases fine ves- 
seis so caught the $400 provided by _ 
for violation of the | law.”

THE REVIVAL OF THE WESTERN TRUNK 
LINE ASSOCIATION, 


No Promise of a Settlement of the Existing 
Freight Complications Held Out, How- 
ever—Various Other Questions Consid- 
ered—Both Colorado-Utah Pools Shat- 
tered—Missouri River Passenger Rates 
The Chicago & Atlantic Given What It 
Was Fighting For—Various. Notes, 

The Western Trunk-Line association (trip- 
artite combination) was revived yesterday, but 
the action gives no promise of a settlement 
of the existing Western freight complications. 
On the contrary, the indications are that 
the war on rates will become more 
serious than it bas been before. 
It simply puts matters back to where 
they stood when it was found expedient in or- 
der to secure the maintenance of paying rates 
to temporarily abandon the tripartite pool 
and enter into a new combination—the West- 
ern Freight Association—to which the Council 
Bluffs and Nebraska roads not members of 
the tripartite combination became parties. 
The anticipationg that the formation of the 
Western Freight Association would lead to an 
era of . peace and harmony have, however, not 
been realized. Complications arose at the very 
outset owing to a misinterpretation of the new 
contract on the part of some of the roads, 
which thickened as time went on until the 
pool became entirely inoperative. It is under- 
stood that no balances have been settled since 
the association was formed. Competition has 
become so active at last that now a 10-cent 
rate is being made on all the lower classes 
of freight between Chicago and Council Bluffs. 
The old tripartite lines—Rock Island, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul, Wabash, and Union Pacific— 
the first three of which have no lines west of 
the river and the last-named none east of the 
river, found that the Burlington and North- 
western were pushing new extensions in the 
West with such vigor and determination that 
they would either have to build new 
roads in competition with those roads 
or go back to the old tripartite combination, 
which virtually makes them one line as far as 
meeting the competition of their competitors 
is concerned. They came to the conclusion that 
the construction of new roads in territory 
where there were already more lines than were 
necessary would be a most serious matter for 
all concerned, and therefore they . de- 
cided that it would be better to 
revive the tripartite combination and 
/vegin anew the conflict where it was left off 
when the Western Traasportation Association 
was formed. In order to avoid the charge that 
they were forcing a new fight with the Burling- 
ton and Northwestern, the latter were invited 
to attend the meeting of yesterday called by 
the old tripartite roads for tne purpose of 
reviving the Western Trunk-Line Associa- 
tion, with a view of getting them either 
to join the combination on even 
terms or to enter into a separate t 
with the combination for the maintenance of 
rates. The Burlington declined to attend the 
meeting at all, giving as the reason that it 
would bave nothing todo with the tripartite 
combination, and that the Western Freight As- 
sociation if properly carried out could accom- 
plish all was desired. General- 
Manager Hughbitt of the Chicago & 
Northwestern was present at the 
opening of the meeting. He inquired what the 
meeting was called for, aad being informed 
that it was for the purpose of reviving or re- 
organizing the Western Trunk-Line Associa- 
uon (tripartite combination) he stated that he 
was not prepared to rejoin that organiza- 
tion, and left the meeting. The original 
tripartite roads—Rock Island. Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, Wabash, and Union Pacific— 
then agreed to reéstablish the Western 
Trunk-Line Association without the Burling- 


as Commissioner, in accordance with the orig- 
inal tripartite contract. The new agreement 
was ordered to go into effect tomorrow, July 
10. The General Freight Agents of the roads 
parties to the agreement were ordered to meet 
this morning and carry out the details of the 
agreement and prepare tariffs to be issued 
by Commissioner Vining at once. Under tne 
agreement the Rock Island. Milwaukee: & St. 
Paul, and Wabash Roads are authorized to 
meet auy rates made by either the Burlington 
or Northwestern to all points on the Union 
Pacific, and the latter can make rates to Car- 
cago and points on the lines of its Eastern 
allies to meet the competition of its 
competitors. By the new arrangement the 
fight which bas been going on 
tor some time past is forced into a new chaa- 
nel. It will no longer be carried on by each in- 
dividual road, but it wili be the tripartite lines 
combined against the Burlington and Nortu- 
western. Consequentiy the war bids fair to 
be more severe hereafter than it has been bere- 
tofore. The Burlington and Northwestern will 
no doubt make a determined effort to break up 
the triparcite combination, and the latter 
will try to force the above named two roads 

to enter with them into a separate agreement 
or sub-pool. Time only can determine which 
side will be victorious in such a conflict. 

The question regarding a reduction of the 
Wabash’s percentage in the tripartite pool was 
not considered at yesterday's meeting. It is 
understood that the Wabash is willing to let

Ungton & Missouri River insists upon 
withdrawing from the pool west of the river, 
the Rock Island has cometo the conclusion 
that it would be useless to continue under 
such circumstances the association east of the 
river. It has therefore submitted to Com- 
missioner Midgley its notice of withdrawal 
from the association. Commissioner Midgiey 
took the ground that the: dissolu- 
tion ot the association west of the 
river did not necessarily carry with it the 
abandonment of the pool east of the river.

EXHAUST THE PEREMPTORY CHALLENGES 


Within a day or two many of the jurors 
called in the Anarchists’ cases have shown 
some appreciation of the fact that they were 
on oath and have answered candidly that 
while they had read accounts of the haymar- 
ket massscre and formed opinions in regard 
to it they could still try the prisoners fairly 


the evidence. Nearly all the eitizens so an- 
swering were challenged peremptorily by the 
defense and excluded from the box, but they 
left the court-room with clear consciences 
and the satisfaction of knowing they had 
done something to accelerate the administra- 
tion of justice in these cases. Every time 
that a peremptory challenge is used by the 
defense the dilatory resources are dimin- 
ished and the chance of securing a jury of 
dolts reduced to just that extent. Little 
can be accomplished now until the 
peremptory challenges are exhausted. Every 
citizen who answers truthfully that he can 
try the issue according to the law and the 
facts coppels the defense to get rid of him 
by pereniptory challenge if at all, and he 
thus brings the case one step nearer to a 
trial. On the contrary, every man who per- 
jures himself in order to shirk service on the 
jury plays directly into the hands of th8 An- 
archists and to the extent of his ability 
makes himself their defender. Just at pres- 
ent the defense asks nothing better that 
men who are fair-minded and competent to 
serve will return false on evasive answers 
and thus take themselves out of the box 
without compelling a resort to a peremptory 
challenge. Fortunately the disgusting dis- 
play of false swearing now presented daily 
in Judge Gary’s court is relieved by occa- 
sional instances where reading, thinking 
men answer honestly and candidly as to 
their qualifications, and it is to be said of 


ry challenge, that they have done their part 
to expedite the trial and prevent the de- 
fense securing a jury of lunkheads. The 
force of contrast brings out in a strong light 
the jurors who answer truthfully, but it adds 
nothing to the credit of those who perjure 
themselves and aid the Anarchists in the at- 
tempt to evade an important public duty. 


THE IRISH ELECTIONS. 

The result of the elections in Ireland so 
far demolishes one of the principal argu- 
ments urged by Mr. Bright and others against 
an Irish Parliament—namely: that the Irish 
people were not united in making the de- 
mand for a separate legislature, and that 
2,000,000 of the 5,000,000 of population 
were opposed to it. The almost unbroken 
series of unopposed Parnellite returns in the 
three-southern provinces demonstrates that 
as far as they are eoncerned they are a unit 
for home rule. In the only seats contested 
in those provinces—South Dublin County 
and one of the divisions of Dublin City 
—the Parnellite candidates have won 
by increased majorities as compared with 
the vote last December, and the polls 
of the Tories have been insignificant. 
But it is in Ulster, the Protestant prov- 
ince, that the Parnellite triumph is most sig- 
nificant. The Tories and anti-home-rule 
Liberals have tried to make it appear that a 
majority of the Ulster people are strongly 


. opposed to an Irish Parliament, notwith- 


standing the fact that seventeen of the thir- 
ty-three members from that province in the 
last House of Commons were Nationalists. 
The triumph of Sexton in Belfast, where he 
routs a Tory, insures that Ulster will be 


represented in the new Parliament by at 


least eighteen Nationalists, and the probabil- 
ities point to the election of twenty Nation- 
alists, leaving the Tories with only a baker’s 
dozen. The scrutiny in Derry may even give 
Justin McCarthy that seat yet. With the 
representation of the three southern prov- 
inces of Ireland solidly Parnellite and twenty 
Parnellites from Ulster, against thirteen 
Tories, the ‘ loyal-minority ” argument will 
have lost its significance, and Mr. Bright's

THE WARLIKE ATTITUDE OF RUSSIA. 
The declaration of. Russia in regard to the 


port of Batoum opens up to thé mind’s eye a 
vision of tremendous possibilities in the 
political future of the Old World. The most 
important point on the southeastern shore of 
the Black Sea, as Constantinople is in the 
southwest, the question of its being kept 
open“ may justly be considered by those 
interested in preserving the balance of power 
asa vital one. Russia has assumed to con- 
trol it in defiance of express stipulations to 
the contrary. In doing so she has cast to 
the winds the Berlin treaty of only eight 
years ago, and perhaps will de found to have 
acted as Cesar did when he crossed the 
Rubicon—taken a stand that may involve 
ruin, byt renders retreat impossible. 

No one can doubt that exclusive domina- 
tion in the Black Sea has been a darling ob- 
~ject of ambition with Russia for many years. 
And the tongue of land on which stands 
Stamboul, as being the key to the situation, 
is the one point from which her eye never 
wanders for a moment, however much she 
may seem to be looking elsewhere. Her at- 
titude is that of the cat referred to by Lady 
Macbech as “letting I dare not wait upon I 
would.” From the time that the Patriarch 
of Constantinople was first recognized as the 
chief dignitary of the Greek Church the 


none the less so as it is the seat of govern- 
ment of a Mohammedan Power. And its 
commanding position still justifies the wis- 
dom of its founder in regarding it 
as the key to political supremacy in 
Europe and Asia. Her oft-repeated attempts 
to gain possession of it have been thwarted 
by a desire on the part of other Governments 
to prevent her from becoming too powerful 
for their safety, but hope. deferred has not 
made the heart sick in this case. It appears 
to have only whetted the appetite and in- 
creased the determination to conquer at the 
first available moment. Now she probably 
believes she sees the long-coveted opportu- 
nity in the carefully fomented dissensions of 
the little rulers who are but as mice playing 
under the paw of a cat, while the more im- 
portant nations of Western Europe have 
their hands full. There is England nearly 
rent in twain by the Irish question, France 
and Germany watching for a chance to 
again. fly at the throat of each other, 
with Italy, Spain, and Austria too poor 
to want to engage in a struggle that would 
not at least promise them important political 
advantages. Amid all this Russia has been 
fortifying herself with the sinews of war in 


She has.thus a largely increased chance of 
success in bidding defiance to the remon- 
strances of the Power that has so long held 
her in check around the northern shores of 
the Black Sea, which she would fain surround 
with her armies and occupy with her ships of 
war. 

As a part of this grand program the con- 
trol of,the port of Batoum is an imporant 
step, but itis also a direct movement in the 
direction of concentrating her power into 
Central Asia, which is now in process of 
filling up with her troops as pioneers in a 
scheme of gigantic colonization that shall ex- 
tend up to if not beyond the present bound- 
ary of the British possessions in India.

TEARING UP THE STREETS. 

The last two years have witnessed a large 
amount of work in the streets of this city. 
It is especially objectionable, as a large 
proportion of it is of the destructive kind— 
a tearing to pieces of good, bad, and indit- 


ferent roadways under various pretexts and 


leaving of them all unmistakably bad. 


Scarcely a single street of any consequence 


has escaped the infliction, and several of 
them have beer uprooted so often that barely 
a tithe of the original roadbed remains in- 
tact to show that the street was once paved 


at the expense of the taxpayers. It is gas, 


and water, and gas, wires for telegraph, tele- 


‘phone, and electric hghting, and then more 


gas, till you can’t rest.” 

It should be time we had graduated out of 
this school-boy phase of activity. The rem- 
edy is so obvious and so easy that the only 
wonder is we have not thought of it and put 
it in practice long ere this. We ought to 
have a channel under eyery paved street, 
similar to those under the cable tracks, but 
larger, in which are placed all the service- 
pipes for water, gas, and wires needed for 
the supply of the buildings on both sides of 
the thoroughfare. I his channel ought to be 
covered in with a movable paving of some- 
thing less than a yard wide that could be 
taken up and replaced without damage to the 
other portion of the roadway. Then, if due 
attention to the compact bedding of the sub- 
stratum were exacted from the contractor, 4 
street onee paved would be always paved 
till the upper surface had worn out by usage, 
and this would take a long while. It is well 
known that a paving wears far less by travel 
than by the unequal sinking which is sure to 
follow the irruptions of the gas men, and 
favors rotting by the accumulation of water, 
with the loosening that invariably follows a 
joit in the passage of vehicles over an uneven 
roadway. | 


No street should be allowed in the future : 


to be paved with stone or wooden blocks 
without such a provision for allowing it to 
wear out as first laid down. Then we might 
have something like decent streets, while the 
taxpayers would much more cheerfully as- 
sume the burden in hitherto unpaved streets 
if they had a reasonable assurance of the 
outlay being of real and long-enduring 
service.

Death of Cardinal Guibert, Archbishop of 
: Paris. 

New York, July 8.—A special dispatch from 
Paris announces the death of Cardinal Guibert, 
Archbishop of Paris. 

Paris, July 8.—The remains of Cardinal 
Guibert will be buried at Montmartre next 
week. It is feared that Anarchists will make 
a demonstration on the occasion. Archbishop 
Richard of Larissa will succeed him as Arch- 
bishop of Faris. 

[Joseph Hippolyte Guibert, Archbishop of 
Paris, was born at Aix Dec. 18, 1802, and early 
distinguished himself in his theological studies, 
which he completed at Rome. Indeed, he passed 
80 good a final examination as to draw upon him 
the eyes of the then 2 Subsequently he be- 
came Vicar-General of Ajaccio and Bishop of 
Viviers (Ardeche). His diocese being small and 
not overpopulous, he was able while here to de- 
vote himselt to his favorit study of theology and 
to compose several religious treatises which are 
very widely read by „neh Roman Catholics. 
He succeeded Mgr. Morlot as Archbishop of 
Tours Feb. 4, 1859, on the promotion of that pre- 
late to the see of Paris. He himself was also 
destined to become Archbishop of Paris, to 
which see he was promoted on the nomination of 
M. Thiers, President of the Republic, in succes- 
sion to the martyred Mgr. Darboy, in July, 1871. 
He was created a Cardinal by Pope Pius [X. in 
December. 1873. He was nominated an Officer of 
the Legion of Honor Aug. 11, 1859. Many of his 
pastoral letters have been published.]

office of a local newspaper, which they had 
gone to to “clean out” for baving published 
articles relating to the rioters, and not ina 
manner to meet with their approval. A de- 
scription of Foley being furnished the police 
by Mr. Thompson, the would-be avenger of the 
indicted rioters was readily found and placed 
under arrest. 

A shocking scene was witnessed at No. 538 
Hanover street this morning, where at an early 
hour Hans P. Olsen committed suicide by 
Arme a charge of shot into his bead. Olsen, 
who with hs wife and five childreg occupied 
apartinents at the street num ber indicated, had 
been restiess during the night, and shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning arose from his bed 
without awakening other inmates of the 
house, proceeded to the kitchen, ana witb an 
old-style breech-loading shot-gun blew out his 
brains.

Congressman Cole of Maryland— The Last 
Confederate Official on Duty. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 8.—Representa- 
tive William H. Cole of the Third Maryland 
District died this morning at half-past 7 O clock 
at bis residence in this city, No. 609 Fourth 
street, in the 49th year of his age. Dr. Cole, 
as he was commonly known, had been a suf- 


terer from Bright’s disease for several years 
pust and his demise was not entirely unex- 
pected. He had been unable to attend the 
meetings of the House, of which he was a mem- 
ber, except once or twice during the present 
session. The deceased leaves a wifg but no 
children, 

In the House Mr. Compton of Maryland sub- 
mitted a series of resolutions expressing the 
regret with which the House has heard of the 
death of the Hon. William H. Cole, late a Rep- 
resentative from the State of Maryland, and 
providing for the appointmeat of a committee 
of seven Representatives ana three Senators 
to take charge of the funeral ceremonies. The 
House then, at 11:10, as a mark of respect to 
the memory of the deceased, adjourned. 

[Congressman Cole was a noted character in 
Maryland politics. He helped to elevate Arthur 
Gorman to the Senate, and in return Gorman 
raised Cole to Congress. Dr. Cole was a news- 
paper man and peas with the craft. He 
graduated and took his degrees in law and medi- 
cine, but only practiced them for a short time. 
Wherfuite a young man he went to Kansas, and 
in less than three months was elected to the Leg- 
islature, defeating Gen. Thomas Ewing. Durin 
the stormy porn! agitation in Kansas abou 
that time Dr. Cole was captured by Gen. Jim 
Lane and taken to Lawrence. He succeeded in 
escaping by crossing the Kansas River on the ice. 
In the Lecompton Constitution troubles he was 
driven from the Territory for having borne. a 
promment part in the formulation of the Consti- 
tution, He removed to the South. At the break- 
ing out of the Civil War he joined the Confed- 
erate army, and Surgeon-General Moore appoint- 
ed him Hospital Steward. He was soon promoted 
to be Assistant Surgeon, and served in all of Gen. 
Lee’s campaigns in charge of aregiment. His 
career in the army closed as Post Surgeon under 
Gen. Bradley T. Johnson’s command. He re- 
mained in North Carolina in charge of the sick 
and wounded four months after the surrender of 
Lee at Appomattox Court-House. Dr. Cole 
claimed to have been the last official of the Con- 
federaty on duty. After Gettysburg Dr. 
Cole, who was in charge of the wounded 
of Longstreet's corps, was brought as 
a prisoner to Fort McHenry and kept 
there six months. When the War was 
over he came to this city and attached himself to 
the staff of the Daily Commercial as a reporter. 
When that journal was sold he became the pur- 
chaser, and with the late Col. E. M. Yerger es- 
tablished the Zvening Journal. He left that 
—— to take a position on the Baltimore 

dete.

Government. He and his 
wife made a tour.of Europe, a special feature of 
which was a regeption accorded the doctor by the 
Pope. He was preparing for publication an ac- 
count of his travels when he died. In 18 he 
made an effort to get to Congress, but failed, He 
was successful in 1884. His health broke down 
during that campaign, and Was never regained. 
His father before him had represented the same 
district in Congress, and his 4 — randfather 
was one of the defenders of North Point in the 
War of 1818.

Argument for the Defense. 

Des Moungs, Ja., July 8.—The opening of the 
impeachment trial this morning found all the 
Senators. present but one. A few moments 
after 9 o’clock Mr. Lehmann opened the areu- 
ment on the part of the defense. The first 
hour and a balt was given to a general review 
of the case and whether it was possible to try 
the respondent by the rules laid down by Man- 
ager Ball in his opening argument of yester- 
day. He was wiliing to take the articles of 
impeachment one by ove and run through them 
as framed by the House of Representatives. 
In all the respondent is charged with 
“wilifal, and corrupt, and wrong practices in 
performing the duties of the Auditor of 
State.“ He desired the respondent to be 
judged with that view whether the acts which 
had been proven and which he admitted the 
accused had done were done with that motive, 
but he objected to his being tried on the 

unds of a mistaken idea of the law or an 
nterpretation of the law which did not agree 
with the idea-of the manager. He then went 
through the -entire thirty articles, answering 
the arguments put forth by the prosecution of 
yesterday. At theciose of his address the 
court aagjourned until Friday.

A Costly Lot of Newspaper Wrappers for 

Mr. Dabb. ? 

William R. Dabb, who has the stamp agency 
at the Commercial Hotel, was arrested under 
a warrant charging bim with violating the post- 
al laws in selling newspaper wrappers at more 
than was charged for them in like quantities 
by the Government. B. Witherspoon and H. 
M. Soper were the informers, the former alleg- 
ing that he had paid $2 per hundred for news- 
paper wrappers when he should only have paid 
81.10. This is the first case of the kind ever 
beard by the Commissioner. The act of June 
17, 1878, Sec. 1, paragraph 3, covers the case, 
and the penalty for charging more than the 
Government permits is not under $100 or over 
$500, and not exceeding one year’s imprison- 
ment. Dabb was held to the grand jury in 
$500, which was read -iven.

E. L. DWYER & CO. BUY IT ON A FALI- 


ING MARKET. 


And Then Fail to Margin Up When Called 
On to Do So—Great Consternation 
Among the Sellers—How the Purchases 
Came to Be Made—It Is Expected that 
the Money Will Be Forthcoming This 
Morning—A Decided Break in Prices— 
“The Country” Buying at the Wrong 
Time. 


Board of Trade circies were much excited last 


evening by rumors ofa big failure to margin up 
in the wheat market. Very few were willing to 
admit that they had suffered, but later dis- 
closures revealed the fact that a good many 
had an entry to make on the wrong side of the 
profit-and-loss account. It appears that E. L. 
Dwyer & Co., doing business at 806 Royal In- 
surance Building, bad bought a large quantity 
of wheat at bigh prices, and were temporarily 
unable to take care of it. From intormation 
gieaned from some of the victims, the brokers 
who made the trades, and the clerk ot the firm 
iu question it was discovered that Mr. Dwyer, 
who is in New York City, sent telegraphic or- 
ders to his clerk to buy about 1,000,000 bushels 
of August wheat. The clerk, whose name is 
Horace Johnson, bought some himself and 
gave orders to S. L. Underwood and A. H. 
Hovey to buy the remainder. 
bought about 400,000 bushels on the curb be- 
fore the regular market opefied at 824 @82% 
cents, and Mr. Hovey bought about 350,000 
bushels at the opening of the day’s trading on 
Change at about the same price. The sellers 
include most of the . 
business near the board. Mumine, Bodman & 
Co. sold 300,000 bushels, C. E. Gifford & Co. 
80,000, Macfarlane & Co. 60,000—but a member 
of the firm said they sold nothing—Leopoid 
Bloom 100;000, and there were lots of smaller 
trades. . 

The market was panicky on news of rain in 


the Northwest, and prices went down with a 


rush. The sellers called for margins, and, they 
not being forthcomimg, inquiry was made of 
the clerk in charge as to the state of affairs. 
From him it was learned that there was nocash 
on hand to meet the demands of the sellers of 
the wheat, but he was momentarily expecting 
a telegraphic remittance from Mr. Dwyer. 
None came, and to bis repeated telegrams for 
money there was no reply. Under this state of 
affairs many closed out their trades, while 
others are waiting until today in hopes that by 
that time the money will be here. The loss at 
the close of business yesterday was about 


$35,000. 

E. L. Dwyer & Co. began business on the 
Board of Trade last fall. The firm was com- 
posed of Mr. Dwyer, who was formerly in the 
real-estate business, and Mr. Granville 8. In- 
graham, late of the firm of Ingraham, Corbin 
& May, wholesale grocers of this city. Mr. In- 
graham states that be was only a special part- 
ner, furnishing a small sum of money to Mr. 
Dwyer, and that his connecuon with the firm 


terminated June 1. He says he was ignorant | 


‘of the whole affair until he was told of the ir- 
regularity by some of the sufferers. He ex- 
pressed the greatest confidence in Mr. Dwyer, 
and felt sure it would all come out right, but 
was quite unable to explain his singular con- 
duct. 

Mr. Horace Johnson, the head bookkeeper of 
the firm, was seen in reference to the matter 
last night, and gave the following explanation: 
He said that some days ago Mr. Dwyer went to 
New York for the purpose of negotiating 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 worth of stock. Last 
Wednesday Mr. Jobnson received a telegram 
from Mr. Dwyer instructug him to purchase 
about 1,000,000 busheis of wheat, the order be- 
ing presumably given in the interest of a New 
York syndicate. Mr. Johnson accordingly be- 
gan laying in lots ranging from 10,000 to 50,000 
bushels, at from 81% to 82 cents. Before 
his departure Mr. Dwyer did not an- 
ticipate filling such a large order. 
and consequently did not make any financiai 
arrangement to meet it. When the drop 
ame yesterday there was no one on hand 
authorized to sign checks for the firm or put 
up margins. Mr. Johnson immediately tele- 
graphed to Mr. Dwyer yesterday morning at 
the office in New York where heis making bis 
headquarters, explaining the situation. Up to 
the time of the closing of business yesterday 
afternooh Mr. Johnson received no reply. 
Sbortiy after 3 o'clock Mr. Johnson received a 
dispatch from Mr. Dwyer saying, *‘ Everything 
is all right, and will be taken care of. What 
money do you require to margin grain?’’ At 
5 o'clock he received a second telegram, which 
read: Will send what money you need.“ Mr. 
Johnson said that he fully expected to margin 
everything at 10 o'clock this morning as soon 
as the banks open. There was no ground for 
uneasiness on the part of those interested, and 
the credit of the house would not be affected. 
He expected Mr. Dwyer would return to Chi- 
cago at once. 

T. G. Kammerer sold Dwyer & Co., through 
a broker, 25,000 bushels, and when notified of 
the sale naturaily inquired to the standing 
of that firm, it being a new one and littie 
known. He directed that a call for margins 
be made, and the amount not being put up 
ne went bimself to Dwyer & Co.'s office. 
There he met Mr. Ingraham, and one or two 
others who were on a-like mission with bim- 
self. In conversation with Mr. Ingraham he 
learned that Dwyer was a young man recentiy 
from New York, and that so far as be (Iogra- 
ham) kuew, Dwyer & Co. bad no money to their 
credit in any bank in this city. He maintained, 
however, that Dwyer’s record and reputation 
were good, and intimated that he was the 
agent of a syndicate in New York, which would 
make ail losses good. The margins due Mr. 
Kammerer amount to over $600. In the case of 
others the margins toot up thousands of dol- 
lars; as, for instance, in that of C. M. Dunck- 
ley & Co., who sold 150,000 bushels, and Leopold 
Bloom. who sold 100,000. E. D. Winslow & Co., 
William Young & Co., L. Everingham & Co. 
are also among the sellers. 

Granviile S. Ingrabam said be dissolved part- 
nership witn Dwyer because the latter specu- 
lated, contrary to their agreement. The dis- 


solution took place June 10, though it had 


never been advertised. ‘‘About three weeks 
ago Dwyer went to New York in the interests 
of a Western railroad to dispose of some stocks 
and bonds. From a letter I had from him a 
few days ago I understood be was getting on 
successfully in this matter. Today his clerk 
showed me a sbeaf of dispatches as thick as my 
hand. The tesoor of them was: Buy all you 
can; there's plenty of money,’ and from this I 
was ied to believe that Dwyer bad formed a 
syndicate in New York. Ifthisisso it is all 
right, as he has many friends. But a later 
dispatch said: Close out the deal to the dest 
possible advantage.“ and that didn’t look as 
if there was a syndicate behind bim. One 
of his dispatches said: Buy the whole crop.’ 
He hasn't a cent of his own. I cannot com- 
prehend it. 

“This thing annoys me beyond expression. 
I don’t feel that I am in any way responsible, 
but it is an unpleasant position just the same.

The selling orders came from England. New 
York, and St. Louis, and the buyers were 
chiefly from the “country,” by which,<in 
Boara of Trade parlauce, is meant everywhere 
outside of Chicago, excepting the more promi- 
nent cities.

THE LAKE SHORE STRIKE. 


Everything Quiet, Though the Outs Are De. 
termined to Resist to the Last—Several 
Men Fined for the Locomotive Chase 
Episode of Two Weeks Ago. 

The only feature of note in the Lake Shore 
strike yesterday was the discharge of thirty- 
three employés of the Armour packing estab- 
lishment for refusing to load Lake Shore 
freight-cars.

Mr. G. A. Busse explained the object, which 


was to speak to him in regard to a veto of the 


ordinance giving away the La Salle street tun- 
ne), 

Mr. Buell read a document protesting, for 
reasons often stated, against giving away the 
tunnel and introducing the cable system on 
the streets in which they are interested, and 
asking him to veto the tunnel ordinance. 

Mr. Busse said another committee, of wbhfch 
be was Chairman, appeared on bebaif of Ciark 
and Wells street, and desired to reiterate the 
same reasons. The statement had been made 
that the majority of tae property-owners on 
Clark and Wells street were in favor of the 
cable road. The truth was nine-tenths of 
them were against it. 

The Mayor remarked that the tunnel ordi- 
nance had nothing to do with a cable on the 
streets. The property-owners on these streets 
had nothing more to do with the tunnel than 
the general public on the North Side. 

Mr. Busse said everybody would be injurea 
by giving away the tunnel, because, if the 
tracks were laid, the company would have the 
exclusive useof it. No teams could go through 
it. Therefore the ordinance should be vetoed. 

The Mayor remarked that Mr. Holmes of the 


South Side company, who was said to be op- 


posed to the ordinance, had told him if tLe 
cars were run properly teams would not be 
excluded; that he would ‘rather drive before 
or behind a car there than a team. He bad 
sent for Mr. Holmes because he wanted advice 
about what he regarded as defects in the ordi- 
nance, and Mr.. Holmes said it was faulty. If 
they could convince him that the company 
would have the exciusive use of the tunnel it 
would give bim a great argument to use with 
the Council. : 

Mr. Buell didn’t believe any argument would 
have any effect on the Aldermen. 

The Mayor—Then there is no use in vetoing 
the ordinance. They have twenty-three al- 
ready, and may get some in the woods—may 
convince another one. 

Mr. Buell said they bad at last come to the 
Mayor, and it was his duty to veto the ordi- 
nance. The Mayor could not consider that an 
argument for a veto. 


Mr. A. C. Hess asked ‘how tast the cars 


were to run through the tunnel. The Mayor 


said the ordinance was defective in not fixing 
the maximum speed. : 

Mr. Hesing—For God's sake, don't let it go 
through. + | 

The Mayor— Don't get mad. 

Mr. Hesing—l am mad at the Council. That 
is none of your business, but my own. 

The Mayor said he was looking into the 


| question of speed. He dida’t think it should 


be over four miles an hour. Mr. Hesing re- 
plied that teams coulda’t walk up-hill faster 
than two and a half miles. an hour. He con- 
tended that it would be impossible to drive 
through the tunnel, especially in the winter. 
He learned from a man who bad bad an inter- 
est in the company that July 4 the receipts 
were 2 per cent of its capital, $3,000,000; and 
he thought a company which divided 60 per 
cent could afford to build a tunnel at Dearborn 
or Market street. 

Ald. Manierre said the Mayor ought to veto 
the ordinance because it was not a proper one 
and in the interest of 
Tnere were conflicting provisions in the 
ordinance about paving the roadway. 
The Mayor said they would not justify a veto. 
He admitted the ordinance was not carefully 
drawn. The Mayor said the cost of mainte- 
nance to the city was about 86. 000 a year. He 
didn’t think Yerkes could run it as be pro- 
posed under $10,000. But Yerkes might spend 
what be pleased—the whole $20,000. That was 
the fault of the ordinance. 

Ald. Manierre believed the Mayor should 


veto the ordinance, and have one passed which 


would be more satisfactory to the people. 

The Mayor—If I vetoed it I would have to 
trust you fellowsto make an ordinance. I 
will make it for you. 

After some further talk the Mayor said he 
was going to look into the ordinance, and 
would protect the interests of the people in 
the way he thought best. There was 
but one man be would satisfy, and that was 
Carter Harrison. 

The Mayor said to a TRIBUNE reporter that 
the ordinance did not protect the city from 
damages on account of interference with 
water and gas pipes and sewers. He would do 
his best to bave a proper ordinance passed. 
He bad no fear of the Council passing the 
present one over bis veto. All he had to do 
was toshow his objections and how the de- 
fects could be remedied. He was exceedingly 
doubtful of the propriety of vetoing it. He 
might better have it amended. 

IT went to see the Mayor today.“ said Ald. 
Hull, and told him if the statements were 
true that the $20,000 would be practically ab- 
sorbed by expenses, I was perfectly willing to 
vote to reconsider. My idea was that the city 
would get about $15,000. He can find out 
from the engineers what the cost of mam- 
tenance willbe. He thinks about $10,000 will 
be left, but is going to investigate the matter. 


A certain sum should be named, or else re- 


quire the company to build a bridge at Clark 
street. 

Said Aid Weber: “I think the ordinance is 
all right if the expenses are not too large.

LOUISIANA POLITICS. 


William Pitt Kellogg Has Great Hopes of 
Republican Success in 1888—The Colored 
People Increase Faster than the Whites, 
and Are Growing More and More Intel- 
ligent.

United States Senators. While hoping some- 
what for a Democratic split by that time Mr. 
Kellogg places bis „main reliance upon the 
enormous increase of the negro population, 
which be says is but slightly comprehended 
eveu by Southern people. The negroes are 
also becoming educated, notwithstanding 
the efforts of the whites to prevent 
it, and are gaining a position where 
they can assert their political rights to some 
purpose. While the blacks are 80 rapidly in- 
creasing, the white population is practically at 
a standstill, but little outside blood and capital 
coming into the State. The election coming in 
April preceding the Presidential contest it will 
attract wide attention, and under this close 
ecrutiny he believes it will not be practicable 
to commit the wholesale frauds which bave 
made the State solidly Democratic. Mr. Kel- 
logg seems to have pinned bis faith on Repub- 
lican success at that ume. and to regard all 
else preceding it as of minor importance. From 
the manner in which he spoke of the approach- 
ing election it was apparent he had absolutely 
no faith in a single Republican bemg elected. 


Among Louisiana Democrats Cleveland was

She Wants to Import.g Chinaman Because 
the Celestials Make the Best of Servants. 
Boston Globe: Mrs. Baldwin is a matronly 

ledy, residme on Lexmgton street, East Bos- 

ton. She -has attracted some attention from 
the fact that she recently petinoned Congress 
to permit her to receive here a Chinese servant. 

A Globe reporter asked her yesterday if it 
was really ber desire to import a Chinese serv- 
ant, or only to bring the matter before the 
public. 

O.“ said the lady, I can assure you that 
I am sincere. T have the man in mind, one 
who was in my employ for eighteen years while 
I was in China. Since I left that country I 
have bad such a time with my help. I have 
had twelve girls in twelve months, and have 
tried almost all nationalities, but they are 
either incapabie, carelesa, or ungrateful. Then, 
on the omer hand, if they are skillful, they 
determine to run the household. 

»My husband was u missionary to China, as 
I have said, and I lived in China for eighteen 
years. We bad a nurse-girl, a man-of-all-work, 
and a cook, who was a splendid fellow in the 
kitchen. The characteristics of the Chinese 
servants are neatness, perfect obedience, 
methodical, and systematic. Without any in- 
struction they will set apart a day and an hour 
for each duty, and when the time comes per- 
form it promptiy. They are skiliful cooks and 
learn very quickly. 

“When my Chinese cook discovered that I 
was about to leave China, he went to his home, 
twelve miles away, sd as to avoid the pain of 
saying good-by, yet when I sent for him he re- 
turned. If the man I desire to send for should 
come here he will go about this house singing 
from morning till night. In China it was my 
custom to preserve fruit in season. On one 
occasion 1 remember saying to Ing Wee, 
Hadu't we better buy our arbutus for pre- 
serving?’ He said, It we wait ten days more 
we shail get it cheaper by one cash per pound.’ 
Now, a casu is about one-tenth of a cent, but 
that illustrates how careful he was of his em- 
ployer’s interest. ts 

** How different the service of the help here. 
Ihad a girl afew months ago woom I found 
busily engaged washing dishes one evening be- 
tween ll and 12 o'clock. i had just returned 
from a lecture. I told ber I coulda’t stand 
that sort of thing, and shortiy afterward I let 
her go. I have had iots of experience with 
servants, and lam satisfied that the Chinese are 
the best in the world. Some people want to 
know why I don’t engage one from the large 
number already in this country. It is because 
the Chinamen here are, almost to a mah, Can- 
tonese. 

Mrs. Baldwin promises to import neither a 
pauper, criminal, nor idle person, nor one who 
will ever become such, or fall upon the public 
for support or burial; that he will be a person 
who will obey our laws in every particular,

| the gentleman who accompanied her. An old 

_ lady—oider than her years, for sorrows weigh 

heavier than does the passage of time. Yet in 

ber pallor and ber gray hairs, with ber shroud- 
ing draperies of crape, she looked more digni- 
fied anc more interesting than she had done 
some years before, in the last days of the Em- 
pire. Then did she paint an inch thick, and 
the sunny chestnut locks of her youth bad 

been replaced by masses of false yeliow hair, 
under which ber baggard, anxious face, the 
lips curved in a set smile, stereoty ped zud arti- 
ficial as that of a baliet-dancer, showed ali the 
more worn and faded. The pallid, aged widow 
and childless mother attracts ali one’s sympa- 
thies; not so the ci-devant beauty, seeking in 
wigs and cosmetics to renew the charm of ber 
youth and freshness, and seeking whuliy in 
vain. 

Another such vision of the past crossed my 
path the other day iu the Bois de Boulogne— 
an old lady striving to be young; 60 vainly 
aping the bloom and brightness of 16. This 
was the Viscountess Vigier, the widow of a 
Belgian nobieman Who died some years aro, 
and one of the noted hostesses of Nice. She 
had just come from dazzling and astonishing 
the guests at the Buroness de Rothschild’s 
matinée by appearing in a very minute capote 
of pale pink tulle, trimmed with pale pink 
roses, whiie sue carried a great sun- 
umbrella in pale pink gauze. Her ladysbip 
is now vVerging upon 70, and is stout 
for her years. She used to be the great dra- 
matic prima donna, Sophie Cruveili. Thirty- 
two years ago, when i first visited Paris, it 
was my deiight to bear her in “Les Hugue- 
nots” at the Grand Opera. I owe her a 
grudge, too, for baving lured me so often by 
her fasecinatious to the opera, so that I missed 
the chance of seeing Rachel in the full live of 
her characters at the Comédie Francaise, the 
Rachel nights and the opera nights falling 
upon the same evening. Mile. Cruvelii was 
then & magn .ficent creature, biack-eyed and 
dark-browed, with a superb mezzo-soprano 
volce— and what an actress she was, too! I 
remember how, in the conspiracy scene in Les 
Huguenots,”’ the interest of the audience used to 
be centered on Vaientine, passionate and tragic, 
inzher wiid emotion, though seated, immovable 
and silent, in her white robes, at one side of 
tne stage. Now what a transformation—Mali- 
bran changed into Mrs. Skewton—a- fat old 
woman with a yellow head and a face painted 
and powdered ad nauseam. Yet she is still hand- 
some, and, with awell wasbed face and with 
her still fine features, set off by gray bair, she 
would beacharming old lady, whereas now 
she is only a very absurd make-believe young 
one. She used to délight in bats as broad as 
cartwheels, and she used to wear quantities of 
false yeilow bair, but her son, the present Vis- 
vount Vigier, has interposed his veto against 
ail such headgear. Hence the tiny capote of

It was, indeed, at a faycy bali re- 
cently given by the latter lady that the Vis- 
countess appeared in the costume and the 
character of the Marguerite of Faust,“ a 
Marguerite of 65, escorted by a young Span- 
lard of about 28, who was dressed as Mephis- 
topheies.

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“MIXED MARRIAGES. 


A Woman Who Was Twice Married, but | 
Never a Wife. : 

Boston Post: A curious case bas lately been 
decided in the Supreme Court of this Common- 
weaith, showing an extraqrdinary condition of 
affairs, brought about by the muitiplicanon of 
marriages by a Vermont man, who was mar- 
ried in 1836 in Vermont, and, after living with 
his wite twenty-seven years, eloped in 1863 to 
Canada witb another woman, who died in the 


same year, leaving a child. There was no 
divorcee obtained between him and bis Vermont 

.Wwife. In 1864 be was married again in 9 
mouth, N. I., and lived with the woman and 
his child until June, 1868. 

Meanwhile, without bis knowledge, in May, 
1866, bis true wife died in Vermont, thus leav- 
ing him tree to contract a marriage, but no 
further ceremony was gone through with the 
Portsmouth woman. In 1 this Lothario 
met a widow in Newburyport, where he 
worked week days at his trade oAship carped- 
ter, spendmg Sundays with his Portsmouth 

+ wife. It is alleged that be informed the widow 
that be was a widower, and that he went 
Sundays to Portsmouth to see bigjchiid. His 
acquaintance with her, in the language of the 
law report. ripened into courtship and the 
courtship into marriage Sept. II. 1867. The 
ship carpenter for nearly a year kept up his 
establishments in Newburyport and Ports- 
moutb, leading this Box -and Cox ex- 
istence until June 23, 1868, at which 
time, the Portsmouth wife appeared at 
the ewburyport house, where the ship 
carpenter and che Newburyport wife were at 
the table eating their meal, and claimed the 
mau as ber busband. A stormy scene ensued, 
evdimg iu the Newburyport woman driving the 
man from the house, which belonged to her. 
And he went, and sbe never saw or heard from 
bim again. 

The Newburyport widow, wife No. 4, im- 
mediately applied to counsel in Newburyport, 
and was informed that ber marriage was void 
and that there was no need of divorce pro- | 
ceedings, whereupon she assumed her fermer | 
name. The woman bad never heard of wife | 
No. 1, whetber living or dead. In this condi- | 
tion sue lived for twelve years, when she made 
the acquaintance of another man, and this 
acquaintance again “ripened into courtship,”’ 
and the courtship into proposals of marriage. 
She informed ber new flame oi the unfortu- | 
nate affair with the sbip carpenter, and 
ber lover investigated the affair, 
consulted a lawyer, and pronouced himselfisat- 
isfied with ber conduct, and declared that she | 


was freeto marry him; and married they were | 
Jan, 8. 1880, at Newburyport, and they lived 
happily together unt the death of the man in 
1883. The widow then applied to the Probate 
Court tor an allowance, and for the first time 
the Vermont marriage was discovered and the 
fact of this first wite's death, after the mar- 
riage to the Portsmouth woman, but before 
the marriage to the Newburyport widow. The 
allowance was refused on the ground that the 
ship carpenter and the widow were legaily 
married at the time of her marriage in 1880 to 
the deceased, So, twice in her married hfe 
this unfortupate woman was married, yet | 
no wife, without any fault of ber own. It 
cannot be claimed that there is any moral to

A BUCKINGHAM PALACE BALL. 


A Brilliant Scene, but a Very Spiritless List 
of Dancers. 

London letter: While the Queen was peace- 
fully sleeping away the shimmer night among 
her loved Highlands she was acting by a pleas- 
ant fiction as bostess at Buckingham Palace, 
where the lamps shone bright over ‘air women 
and brave men invited to the first state bail of 
the season. The scene was as brilliant and 
about as gay as such affairs usually are, which 

seem to bore rather than brighten those who 
attend them. The dancing at these state balis 
is especialiy inanimate; quadrilles and lancers 
are walked through with spiritless tread, 
aud the strainsof the most seductive waitz 
answered by aristocratic partners who express 
no more deiight in their dull eyes than do 
dane dolls on the stage of a puppet 
show. The expression of the joyousness and 
gayety natural to the dancein these people 
is wonderful. Joyless and vacuous, they are 
merely lay figuresfor the dispiay of glittering 
gauds. In one sense many of the women are 
overdressed; in another underdressed; the 
show of busts, backs, shoulders, and arms be- 
img large, and in some cases eUlifyinig. In this 
category come the juggling charms of stout, 
elderly women, whom decency should have 
prom pted to cover the painted, powdered, and 
polished s.aoulderblades from which all nat- 
ural freshness and coloring have long faded, 
These point the moral of Shakspeare's lines. 
But there are also happily to be seen thé better 
rounded flesh of more beautiful women, about 
whose necks and on whose bosoms priceless 
gems rise and fall in flashes of many colored 
light. The men for the most part are a sorry 
lot, all clothes and decorations, and of an uge 
out of place in a ball-room. Still, on the 
whole, they go to make up a sufficientiy brin- 
iant throng, and the spectacle presented 
| by the assembled guests when tne Prince and 
Princess enter the lighted saloon just before 
midnight surpasses even the polychromatic 
glories of The Black Crook.” The Princess 
wears usually mauve and silver, which es- 
pecially becomes ber beneath the glare of ar- 
tificial light. She wears a very becoming curity 
faise front surmounted by a tiara of diamonds; 
pearis and diamonds gieam and glitter about 
her neck, which is always carefully concealed, 
and on her bosom and arms. Sbe looks as 
pretty as a picture, prettier than many pict- 
ures, and so young as to make it seem incred- 
ible she can be the mother of the uncomfort- 
able girl at her elbow in white sik and tulle.

CUBA WANTS HOME RULE. 


Her People Declared to Be Anxious to Rid 
Themselves of Spanish Rule at Any and 
All Hazards—A Healthy Insurrection 
Hatching. a 
New Tonk, July 7.—Following in the foot- 
steps of the Irish people, the Cubans Save 
been trying to obtain home rule for the Island 
of Cuba from Spain. The Spanish Ministry — 
have bad the matter under consideration and 
a few days ago concluded that Cuba must still 
continue under the Spanish rule, The re 
jection of the home-rule proposition was (0 
have been the signal for another up- 
rising of Cubans, and great preparations 
had been made for carrying it into effect. 
During the winter meetings were held 
in New York, Philadelptia, and other cities 
where any number of Cubans live, and money 
was raised in large amounts for the prosecu- 
tion of the war tor independenee. But the 
movements of the Cubans in the United States, 
Mexico, and Jamaica have been greatly re- 
tarded by the birth of a new party in the island, 
which agitated the home-rule policy and put 
it before the Ministry of Spain for its action. 
The home-rule party desires to procure local 
self-government through other means than 
fighting and bloodshed. On the conrary, the 
Cubans livmg in -countries outside the do- 
mains of Spain are anxious to stake 
their lives and perty on the result 
of another revolution. When King Alfonso 
the second died and the reign of the kidgdom 
devolved upon a regency, the bopes— 
of the Cubans were raised to a high 
piteh ana they thought the time for action had 
arrived. It was expected that the Caglists 
would rise in Spain and that the army 
would be required at home to restore peace 
and preserve the rights of the Royalists. But 
the Cartists party did not rise, and the vrepara- 
tions made by the Cubans in this and other 
countries to descend upon the land at the 
momeut internal warfare had been declared 
were all for naught. But the Cubans have 
waited patient for years, and they have evi- 
dently made up their minds that all they can 


do is to have everything ready for action, and 


declare war the moment that an opportunity 
presents itself. f 

A few days ago Gen. Rafael Rodriguez, who 
was a bricade commander in the last revolu- 
tion, left New York for Key Wert. He had 
been here in consultation with the Cuban lead- 
ets, and it is understood that he bore letters 
and documents from Gen. Gomez, Commander- 
in-Chief of tie Cuban forces, Following close- 
ly on the heels of his departure came the dis- 
covery,of nearly 100 pounds of Hazard rifle- 
powder on Pier No. 1, East River. At midnight, 
June 23, two young men were seen loitering 
on the pier, to which the steamer Niagara, that 
runs to Cuba, was fastened, and when a police- 
man approached them they ran away, leaving 
the powder. The clerk on an adjoining pier 
says that atsteam-larnch came up from Ellis 
Island in the early evening and lay alongside 
the Niagara. The launch bad on board two 
tons of powder. It was thought by the police 
that an attempt had.been made to smuggle the 
powder on board the ship and that it was done 
by Cubans. Col. Jose Miguel Parroga, a lead- 
ing Cuban, when asked concerning the powder, 
said he did not know that any bad been found. 
He was greatly incensed, however, because a 
story had been printed naming the places 
where the insurgents were to stert from—Ja- 
maica, Santo Domingo, Mexico, and Turks IS“ 
and. He continued: My people will think I 
am a spy because of this article, ds I gave some 
information on the subject, but I did not men- 
tion where any expedition will start from. Do 
you think I am fool enough, after all that has 
been gone through, to tell the Spanish Consul 
all our plans? Weare only waiting now the 
wishes of our people in Cuba. If they say 
fight, fight itis. No expedition will start from 
the United States, as we respect the laws of 
this country. I will say this much: Every- 
thing is in readiness for war, and we will move 
when the word is spoken.”’ 


HARVARD, 


Social Distinctions at the University—Stu- 
dents Who Spend Individually from $12,000 
to $15,000 a Year. 

There seems to be danger that Harvard Uni- 
versity will suffer im its intellectual standard 
unless some effort is made to counteract the 
exclusive social tendencies which are there 
gradually developing themselves. The univer- 
sity offere*o those who choose to come within 
its walls better opportunities for instruction 
than can be found in any other seat of learn- 
ing in this country; and, with such induce- 
ments, it ought to attract the ablest and the 
most promising of the coming generation. But, 
unfortunately for the general popularity of 
Harvard, the belief has become quite widely 
diffused that the standards established there— 
of course, among the students—are largely de- 
termined by the wealth, or, if not by the 
wealth, by the extravagance of the under- 
graduates. There is, of course, nothing to pre- 
vent a young man of humbie meang from liv- 
ing during his four years’ stay at Harvard 
University as simply and economically as be 
chooses; but there are feelings of personal 
pride common to most Americans which make 
it extremely distasteful for them to place 
themselves in positions that are considered de- 
grading by those with whom they are forced 
to associate. The American notions of equali- 
ty contain in them a great deal that ministers 
to individual pride, and on thie account, other 
things being equal, a young man of great men- 
tal ability, but with limited material resources, 
would prefer to go to a college where bis mer- 
Its. such as they are, would receive due recog- 
nition, rather than to one where he must count 
himseif almost entirely out of the social com- 
munity in which he is supposed to be living. 

In ͤ this country probably the greater number 
of graduates from leading American colleges 
have been the sons of men having but a hm- 
ited income. But a change in this respect may 
take place, so far as Harvard University is con- 
cerned, unless some check is placed upon the 
disposition to exaggerate the social importance 
of the wealthy undergraduates. It is detri- 
mental to the best interests of the college to 
have young men there who spend each year—as 
certain of them are currently reported to— 
from $12,000 to $15,000. A few young men of 
this type could not fail to have a demoralizing 
effect; for, in consequence of their extrava- 
gence, the impression would be spread broad- 
cast that unless a young man had a large 
tortune at his command be would 
undergo the risk of constant personal bumilia- 
tion if’ he entered Harvard University; and 
hence the tendency would be to have men

SLAVERY IN THE FIJIS. 


GREAT BRITAIN RE-ESTABLISHES A 
MOST UNDENIABLE FORM OF IT. 


Under a Provision that “Native Customs 
Are to Be Scrupulously Respected ” the 
Most Pernicious Practices Are Permit- 
ted—The Old Feudal System Revived in 
Far Greater Force than Before Without 
Any of Its Restrictions. 

It certainly seems a strange anomaly that 
we “Britishers,” who have gone about the 
whole of the habitable globe, ever foremost in 
the abolition of slavery, should have taken 
such very great pains to reéstablish a most un- 
deniable form of slavery as soon as we an- 
nexed Fiji. Great Britain only consented, 
under pressure from Australia, to replace 
King Tuakombau on the understanding that 
Fiji was to be governed for the benefit of the 
Fijians."" No doubt, from a certain point of 
view—notably that of Sir Arthur Gordon, the 
former Governor, and Sir William Des Vceux, 
the present one—this understanding bas been 
warried out: but, unfortunately, opinions 
materially differ as to whether the Fijians *’ 
mean the chiefs (or “local+nobility”’) or 
the cum moners. Certainly Fiji has 
been governed for the benefit’ of 
the chiefs, who, backed up in every one of 
their aggressions on their serfs (for they are 
nothing more) by Government House, have 
grown rich and prospered exceedingly. The 
authority of these chiefs was confirmed by 
England for several reasons. chiefly that they 
were practically the representatives or dele- 
gates of the people, and that if tbe chiefs were 
brought into contact with civiiization it would, 
through them, reach the people in the pleas- 
antest and easiest fashion. 

Unfortunately what the chiefs understood 
by civilization took a practical form very 
speedily. Manchester goods were very pleasant 
evidgnces of civilization; preserved meats 
were toothsome; and the chiefs also found 
superior merit in boats and cutters built on 
European lines. But all these things meant 
money, and to get money was easy enough to 
men who were perfectly well aware that they 
were.privileged beings in the eves of the offi- 
cials at Government House, Whata native 
chief might do to a native commoner mattered 
little to the Governor who had ratified to the 
tormer the right to do practically as he pleased 
so long as he avoided cannibalism. Native 
customs were to be scrupulously respected *’; 
and the native custom of Lala was the very thing 
as a lever for money-raising in the hands of the 
chiefs. The right of Lala is the right possessed 
by the chiefs to collect indiscriminate taxes at 
their own will and for their own uses; and in 
old days this feudal right was seldom abused 
fot two excellent reasons. Firstly, before the 
arrival of the Europeans and their civilization 
the chiefs had but few wants beyond a house 
and food; and, secondly, because tne chiefs 
kuew quite well that if they oppressed the peo- 
ple they would be deposed and clubbed to 
death. Even before the annexation the grow- 
ing influx of trade was raising the greed of 
good things in the chiefs with so distinct an 
effect in the matter of Lala that the old Fiji 
Government was doing its best to break down 
this feudal right; and it was in the hope of 
doing this still more effectually that annexa- 
tion was so strongly urged by the whites. In- 
stead, however, of doing anything of the kind, 
Sir Arthur Gordon determined to govern 
through chiefs by the old feudal system, and 
the Lala was nat only not broken down. but was 
revived in far greater force than before witb- 
out any of ite old restrictions. It can easily 
be imagined, therefore, what Lala 
made to mean in the hands of the men 
intrusted with such absolute power. What- 
ever the chief wants in town or country he 
gets, and his people have to pay. Resistance 
is out of the question for them, for they know 
that the chief is supported by the British Gov- 
ernor. They have nothing which belongs to 
them; every little possession on which money 
can be raised may be and generally is seized 
and sold by the chief. They plant but few 
yams (their staple food); for, if they do, they 
know the chief will seize the crop. If the 
women and children are hungry they endure 
their bunger with sullen, hopeless patience or 
go and grub for wild roots in the bush to sat- 
isfy their cravings. One night a planter was 
wakened up by a native who begged to be 


allowed to place his two pigs in the planter’s 


outhouse; the chief was to be round at the 
village next morning, and, though the pigs 
were all this native possessed, be knew they 
would be taken from him. Only by bringmg 
them under cover of the night to the planter 
could he hope to keep them. If a native un- 
dertakes work on a plantation he. is liable to be 


called off for Lala by his chief. If be has re- 


ceived any wages tne chief can take them from 
him; if he plants food the chief can sell it.— 
London Saturday Review. 


MARYLAND’S CANNING INDUSTRY. 


Interesting Facts from the First Report of 
the Maryland Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The principal industry. of Maryland is the 

canning industry. Fully 56,458 hands are em- 
ployed in canning fruits and oysters. The 
largest corn-packing establishment in the 
world is said to be in Fredericksburg, Md., 
with a capecity of 75,000 cans per day. Har- 
ford County is reported as employmg 16,000 
bands in the canning business, and its 300 
factories put out in one year 38,400,000 
cans of goods—tomatoes, 24,000,000 cans; 
sugar-corn, 12,000,000 cans; miscellaneous, 
2,400,000 cans. Tuis required the product of 
10,000 acres of tomatoes and 5,000 acres of 
sugar-corn, inyolving an outlay for agricult- 
ural labor of $200,000. One bundred 
and thirty thousand boxes of tin 
were used to make these cans, requir- 
ing an outlay for labor of $135,000. 
The wages in this industry range from 48 cents 
to $1.78 per day. About 14,640 hands are em- 
ployed in the oyster business. During the sea- 
son of 1885 2,746,669 busbels of “ cove’’ oysters 
were packec in the State. The average wages 
is 70 cents per day, the rate being five cents 
for each four and one-haif pound cans. In 
raw oysters the season was dull. 

The report states that. the wages of labor 
decreased 11 per cent last year. The propor- 
tion of males engaged in industries as opera- 
tives is decreasing and child labor and female 
labor are making rapid strides iu the State. 
Between 1870 and 1880 the proportion of men 
in 1,000 employés decreased from 769 to 625, 
and the proportion of women per 1,000 em- 
ployés increased from 185 to 294. The number 
of children in 1,000 increased from fifty-six to 
eighty-seven. The wages of women are 60 per 
cent lower than those of men. 

One table in the report conveys some inter- 
esting information with reference to the 
density of population in Baltimore.

SOURCES OF THE NILE. 


The Question Not Yet Completely Settled— 
The Present Status of the Problem. 

The notion is quite prevalent that the ex- 
plorations of the last twenty-five years have 
completely solved the problem of tne sources 
of the Nile. The fact is, however, that the 
mystery of the Nile’s headwaters is not yet en- 
tirely dispelled. We have fuller knowledge to- 
day of that later problem, the sources of the 
Congo, than of the interesting question that 
baffied geographers for ages until Speke par- 
tially solved it. 

Lakes Victoria and Albert Nyanza were dis- 
covered respectively by Speke and Sir Samuel 
Baker, and for years these great sheets of 
water appeared on the maps as the twin sources 
of the Nile. In 1876 Gessi Pasha, one of Gen. 
Gordon's assistants,.circumnavigated Albert 
Nyanza in a steam launch. The dense aquatic 


vegetation at the southern end prevented him 
from reaching the shore, but from dis mast- 
bead be could see no river, and during his 


journey he did not discover a single important 


tributary. From his voyage dated the notion 
that Albert Nyanza is not a source but only 
a backwater of the Nile, into which the 
river pours merely to emerge again a Uttle 
further north. 

In the same year Stanley, traveling due west 
from the north end of Victoria Nyanza, reached 
a large lake, which be supposed to be Lake A- 
bert, not knowing that Gessi bad fixed the 
southern limit of that sheet of water. This 
lake is believed from native information to be 
about 140 miles long and to cover about 65,000 
square miles. Its north end,a little north of 
the eguator, is supposed to be sixty or eighty 
miles south of Albert Nyanza. its native name 
is Muta Nzige. 

A year later Albert Nyanza was explored a 
second time by Mason Bey, who, reaching the 
south shore, made a very important discovery 
that had escaped Gessi Pasha. He founda

Without 
enumerating bere the many reasons for be- 
lieving that Muta Nzige is one of the sources 
of the Nile, it may be mentioned that it is very 
difficult to explain how it is that the Nile 
emerges from Albert Nyanza with nearly 
doubie the volume of water it pours. into it, 
unless that small lake is connected with the 
far more important source of supply just a 
little south of it.
